Pulp peroy and Breast Roll for Paper 
Machines.

The drawings illustrate an improvement in 
pulp-screen and breast-roll boxes, which are 
made of wood and securely bolted together at 
the ends, with an elastic or yielding bottom 
made of prepared cotton duck, prepared paper 
and a double thickness of leather placed together, 
with metal bars above and below, and secured 
to the box-frame by means of screws through 
the bars and bottom up into the frame above, 
with the corners of the bars rounded next to the 
bottom to prevent cutting the bottom, which is 
partially covered with wood on the inside in 
order to give solidity to a sufficient portion of it 
to receive the jack-hangers and cam-blocks by 
which it is operated, which is done by means of 
a revolving disk with involute-shaped points 
working against a die on the under side of the 
cam-blocks, thereby causing the bottom to rise 
gradually but fall suddenly, causing a constant 
drop motion in its operations. 

The invention further consists in the addition 
of certain cross partitions and slides near the 
ends of the breast-roll box, for the purpose of 
regulating the height of the pulp in the screen- 
box, to prevent flooding and to regulate the flow 
into the breast-roll box, which is further pro- 
vided with a valve of peculiar construction to 
regulate the discharge of the pulp. 

Figure 1 is a sectional view of the pulp screen 
box, with the frame cut away to show the 
mechanism by which it is operated. Fig. 2 isa 
cross section, taken as indicated by x a, show- 
ing the elastic bottom and the several devices by 
which it is operated. A A represent the frame 
of the machine, which is made of wood, framed 
and bolted together, with the top edges beveled 
on the inside. B Bare the parallel beams, upon 
which the operating mechanism rests, and to 
which it is secured. C C are the upper, and DD 
the lower parts of the pulp screen box, which is 
made of wood, about six and one-half feet long 
and three feet seven inches wide, and of material 
three and one-half inches thick, slightly halved 
or dove-tailed at the corners, and secured firmly 
together by means of bolts through the entire 
end pieces. 

E E are the hinges by which the parts are con- 
nected. F is a gum gasket inserted in the edges | 
of the screen box to form a water-tight joint. 
H H are lugs on the side, by which the parts are 
held together. I I are cross barsin the upper 
part of the box, and upon which the screen 
plates J J rest, which plates are made of metal 
and in form asshown. K K are brass or metal | 
bars, about one and three-fourths of an inch wide | 
by half an inch thick, let into the lower edge of 
the box-frame on the inside their full thickness, 
with the corners rounded to prevent cutting the | 
bottom. L is a gum gasket placed over these 
bars to form a water-tight joint. G is a sheet of 
prepared cotton duck stretched over the lower 
edge of the box. N is a sheet of prepared paper, 
and O is a double thickness of leather, all of 
which are held together and secured to the lower 
edge of the box frame D by means of screws 
through corresponding metal bars above and be- 
low, and series of sheets constituting the bottom, 
up into the frame above. The difference be- 
tween the width of the bar R and the thickness 
of the box-frame D is made up by thin strips of 
wood to form a smooth level surface across the 
edges, where they rest upon the frame, to which 
it is bolted, as shown in the drawings. 

The inside of the bottom § is nearly covered 
with wood T, about two inches thick, chamfered 
at the sides and ends, leaving a space of about | 
five inches between it and the sides and ends of | 
the box. U U are metal bars, similar to those 
on the box, let into the under side of the wood | 
covering T around the edges, with the corners | 
rounded to prevent cutting the bottom, and are 
secured thereto by means of screws through sim- 
lar bars, V V, under the bottom, up into the 
wood above. 

The edges of all the bars U V and R K are 
rounded to prevent wearing or cutting the bot- | 
tom by its rising and drop motion while in oper- 
ation, W is the cam block, which is secured to 
the under side of the box bottom 8, between the 
bars V V, with a projection on the under side 
‘xtending down nearly to the disk O*, witha 
groove about one and a half inch square in the 
under surface, slightly dovetailed on the side, 
with a steel die, Z, fitted therein and secured by 
1 set screw, A’, at the side. The lower surface 
f the die Z is formed to correspond with the 
shape of the disk points D’, which work against 
t, and in order to relieve the bottom 8 from the 
train caused by the weight and sudden shock 
equired in its operation, a yoke or hanger, B’, 
is secured to the bottom between the bars V V, 
extending down below the shaft N’, leaving a 
small space below for vibration. The lower 
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ends of the hangers B’ are provided with strong 
caps E’, secured thereto, having a _ pro- 
jection on the under side, with a recess or 
opening extending nearly through the projec- 
tion, slightly dovetailed on the inside, with a 
block of hard wood, F’, fitted therein, and se- 
cured by means of a wedge in the centre and a 
pin through both metal and wood, which ex- 
tends slightly below the metal, and is intended 
for the purpose of relieving the bottom of the 
shock caused by its constant dropping upon the 
head of the regulating screw G’, and to prevent 
noise. These screws G are provided with large 
round heads, made flat on the top and inserted 
in a strong plate, H’, resting on the frame B, 
with a hexagon nut, J’, and sleeve on the top, 
which is made tapering on the outside and 
threaded both inside and outside, with a slit in 
the side, leaving a slight open space in the 
sleeve, which is closed upon the screw by the 
corresponding nut J’, when screwed down over 
it, thereby forming a lock-nut for the screw. 


Suction Boxes. 





An English improvement in paper-making ma- 
chines consists in providing the vacuum or suc- 
tion boxes, with a moving cover continually 
passing over the top of the vacuum box in the 
same direction as the wire web carrying the 
pulp, whereby friction between the top of the 
vacuum boxes and the wire web is obviated, or 
reduced to a minimum, and wear and tear con- 
sequently much lessened. 

The vacuum box is provided with open ends 
or trunnions, by which the air and water are 
withdrawn from the interior, and may be of 
ordinary or convenient construction, but with 
the upper surface curved to correspond with 


an arc of the circle of the cylinder, in- 
side of which the vacuum box is situ- 
ated, the cylinder consisting of a shell of 


brass having a number of perforations, or form- 
ed of brass wire gauze, or of other perforated or 
reticulated material which will allow the moist-

pulley. Q’ are oil stands or cups, in which the 
disks O? revolve in order to keep them lubri- 
cated. R’ are discharge openings in the screen- 
box D, and 8S’ is the breast-roll box, which is 
made of wood and in form as shown in the 
drawings. V’ arecross partitions near the ends, 
forming receptacles for the pulp as it enters 
them from the openings R’, and W’ are slides on 
these partitions for the purpose of regulating 
the height of the pulp in the screen-box, and to 
| prevent overflowing the breast-roll box. X’ is 
a false bottom in the box 8S’. Y’ is an opening, 
through which the pulp rises in discharging 
itself through the opening Z’. A? is a valve 
over the opening Y’, which is made in form as 
shown, and sufficiently long to cover the open- 
ing, with slight rises on the edges of the lower 
surface, to form a more perfect seat when dressed 
true to prevent leakage, and is further prevented 
from turning by small lugs at the corners, rest- 
ing against the sides of the box. 

B? is the valve stem, which is made with a 
square head recessed into the valve and cap to 
prevent turning, and secured therein by bolts 
through the cap, in such a manner as to vibrate 
slightly to keep the valve properly seated. C? 


is a plate on the box 8’, and D* are gearing | 
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wheels, one of which has a boss on the back | 
working loosely in the plate C?, and is held in its | 


place by a flange under the plate, and is made 
to answer as a nut for the screw, to raise and 
lower the valve without turning the screw. 
is a cover of the discharge part of the breast- 
roll box. F* are the brackets upon which the 
box rests. G*are flat pipes for connecting the 
boxes, one end of which is provided with a 
separate flange to be used on the inside of the 
breast-roll box to assist in securing the pipes 
thereto. 

The claims are: 

1. The composition bottom 8, consisting of a 
sheet of prepared cotton duck, G, a sheet of pre- 
pared paper, N, and a double sheet of leather, 
O, in combination with the frame D. 2.

When 
the machine is in operation the wire web carry- 
ing the paper pulp passes over the suction box 
with which the machine is provided, the travel- 
ing covers or cylinders having by preference the 
same rate of movement and in the same direc- 
tion as the wire web. This movement of the 
cylinders may be obtained from any convenient 
part of the driving mechanism of the machine. 

The pumps and other parts in connection with 
the suction boxes are, or may be, of the ordinary 
construction. 


The covers, instead of consisting of rigid cyl- | 


inders, may consist of flexible perforated or 
reticulated webs or plates of metal or other suit- 
able material, led over guides and over the top 


or covers being driven by gearing they may be 


| caused to travel by the frictional contact of the 


wire web. Any desired number of suction 
boxes constructed with traveling covers accord- 
ing to this invention may be used in one ma-

Coloring Paper Pulp.

COLORING PULP FOR WRAPPING PAPER, SUGAR | 


LOAF PAPER AND PAPER HANGINGS. 


Both wrapping paper and paper for paper | 
hangings are usually colored as specially order- | 
In view of the great variety of color which | 


ed. 
characterizes these goods, only general instruc- 
tions can be given with respect to their manu- 


facture, and the many explanations given 


in the recipes of Parts I. and LI. of this treatise | 


will suffice as a guide. 
it has, of course, to be considered, to begin with, 
that only the cheapest will apply to them. 


Earth colors and colored clays are the most im- | 


portant for wrapping paper, for neither sun- 
light nor atmospheric air can destroy them, and 
they are, of all coloring substances, the cheapest. 
The shades of mineral colors with an earthy base 


As for selecting the recipes |

are of great variety, and particularly suited to 
wall paper manufacture. 

The cheapest red colors will be produced by 
using red earth and earth colors like English 
and Italian red, coleothar, &c. These mineral 
dyes do not require mordanting, for they only 
combine with the pulp mechanically. They are 
applied without further preparation; but it is 
better to boil them in water containing starch. 
The latter, while added diluted in cold or tepid 
water, will form with the mineral powder a 
paste which will firmly adhere to the fibre. 

From among pink and red coloring deriva- 
tives from aniline, fuchsine and cerise are used 
because of their extraordinary coloring capacity. 

Yellow on wrapping paper is produced from 
chrome yellow, orange from chrome yellow and 
minium or aniline orange. In order to dissolve 
aniline orange completely it has to be boiled 
with a great deal of water for some time and 
then filtered. Usually chrome yellow is not 
used alone, but hydrated peroxide of iron (rust 
yellow) or ochre are mixed with it and may be 
bought under the denomination of chrome ochre

| (brilliant ochre). Any desired shade may, how- 
| ever, be easily had, inasmuch as ochre is to be 
met with of all imaginable shades between yel- 
low and brown. Green vitriol and soda furnish 


the ordinary rust yellow, to which frequently a | 


little ochre is added. 
Colors produced from yellow prussiate of pot- 
ash and aniline blue are most in vogue for color- 
| ing blue. Aniline blue is most suitably employed 
for the purpose of beautifying pulp colored with 
prussiate of potash or Prussian blue, mordanted 
with sulphate of alumina. The enlivening with 
tin salt of pulp colored by means of ferrocyan- 
ide of potash must be avoided if the blue is to 
retain a greenish tinge. 

Wrapping paper not intended to be sized is 
colored cheapest by using logwood and blue 
vitriol. This coloring approaches Prussian blue 
very closely, but is not fast, for the slightest ad- 
dition of alum or sulphate of alumina will cause 
it to turn violet. 

Violet or unbleached pulp is obtained by using

green or green earth. 

Aniline green is very expensive, too much so, 
| indeed, to be extensively used for coloring cheap 
pulp. It is generally supposed that green earth 
is a decomposition of augite. It is of a pale 
green color, due to the presence of silicate of the 
protoxide of iron. Green earth containing per- 
| oxide of iron shows more brownish tints. By 

adding ochre, the color arising from the presence 
of silicate of iron turns olive green. 

Similar colors may be had cheaper by coloring 
with ochre on Prussian blue. The so called green 
| ochre is a dye produced somewhat in this man 
| ner: Ochre is dissolved in water and then treated 
with 2 per cent. of muriatic acid, developing 
| peroxide of iron in solution. 
| tion of prussiate of potash and green vitriol a

brown, and if need be are darkened with log- 
wood and green vitriol. 

Brown colors take a prominent part in the 
manufacture of paper hangings, and are to be 
met with of a great variety of shades and de- 
grees of strength. The brown earth colors are 
most used because they furnish, at little expense, 
a plain and safe coloring material, perfectly fast, 
and of every possible grade. At any rate it is 
advisable to first color the pulp, if it is intended 
to be light colored, with rust yellow, or with cutch 
brown if it is intended to be dark colored. The 
pulp is first colored with the filtered decoction of 
four parts of powdered cutch, and then mordanted 
with the solution of one part of bichromate of pot- 
ash. If gray brownish side colors are to be uob- 
tained, take partially, in place of the latter, green 
vitriol or iron liquor. For deep opaque colors, 
cutch is almost indispensable, especially if they 
are to appear lively. A moderate addition of 
orange ochre or aniline brown will greatly assist 
in enlivening the color. The recipes for brown 
heretofore given explain how the shading is to 
be done. On account of their cheapness, the 
brown colors produced from the aqueous solution 
of sulphate of manganese and soda, as well as 
from a decoction of tanning bark and lime water, 
are extensively used for coloring pulp for wrap- 
ping paper. 

Asa single color, gray is seldom used for in- 
ferior unbleached pulp. The natural color of 
such raw material is becoming more concen- 
trated, but on the other hand it loses in bright- 
ness. The cheapest way to produce gray is to 
use logwood on pulp mordanted with iron. Sul- 
phate of alumina will cause the tint to turn blu-

little importance, the more so 
colors which differ from logwood gray can be 
easily produced by shading purely gray grades 
by means of ochre, English red, amber and Prus- 
sian blue, to such a degree as may seem desirable.

Testing Chemicals, 


The relative value of aniline dyes is thus de- 
termined: 0.5 grams of each sample is dissolved 
in a very small dish in 25c.c. alcohol, and poured 
into a small flask; the dish is now rinsed out 
| with a second 25 c.c., which is added to the first. 

Several small dishes (as many as there are 
samples to be tested) are now taken, and 300 c.c. 
of water placed in each; so many small skeins of 
silk are cut, each weighing say 2 or 3 grams, 
and placed in their respective dishes; the water 
is now brought to the boil, and the solution of 
dye added, with constant stirring, from 100 c.c. 
measure, till the silk is a fairly deep color, ob- 
serving that all the color has been taken up from 
the water. 

This plan is pursued with all the samples, the 
several lengths of silk being then washed in cold 
water and dried at a uniform heat. 

Each skein of silk of precisely the same weight 
will thus have taken up a similar amount of dye, 
and may be examined by placing them side by 
side on a sheet of clean white note paper, when 
the deepest or brightest, as the case may by, will 
at once be detected. 

Cheap Magenta crystals should especially be 
subjected to examination, cutting a few open 
with a knife, as occasionally centrifugal sugar 
coated with magenta does duty for the genuine 

article. 

| Solid extract of logwood may be examined 
| for insoluble contaminations, by dissolving a 
| given weight in water, and passing through a 
| filter paper, all insoluble matter is retained. It 
is frequently largely adulterated with rosin, to 
detect which dissolve in spirit; a deep violet 
blue fluorescene or “bloom,” when the operator 
stands between it and the light, at once indi- 
cates the presence of this very obnoxious adul- 
terant. 

I dap extracts are relatively tested by weigh- 
| ing 2 grams of each sample, dissolving in 100 c. 
c. of water and adding hydrochloric acid from 
|a burette which develops a pink color; that 

sample which requires most acid is the best. 

Dry logwood should be examined for water, 
often largely present, by drying 10 grams at a 
temperature of 212° Fahbr. for an hour, and not- 

| ing loss of weight, which, multiplied by 10, gives 
percentage of water. 

Nitrate and acetate of lead, bichromate of 
potash, &c., for the production of chromate of 
lead, as a yellow pigment, may usually be taken 
as fairly pure. 

In conclusion, a few hints as to the examina- 
| tion of paper for moisture and ash may be use- 
ful.

Holyoke Notes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 





Ho.yoke, Mass., August 18, 1881. 

Business is as prosperous as ever in this wide- 
awake place, and the summer is fast waning 
without the sign of failure in the river, and with 
no dull season. Long before this time last sum- 
mer the association of fine paper makers had 
found it necessary to agree on a shut-down of 
four weeks to limit the production, and by this 
time also the river began to get dangerously 
low and to threaten the serious trouble which 
followed. Now the water is still running over 
the flash-boards, two feet above the crest of the 
dam, and but little anxiety is felt for the imme- 
diate future. Now also every mill is so hurried 
with orders that there is no thought of shutting 
down asingle wheel to lessen the production. The 
question above almost all others to-day, is how to 
make more paper. It seems as if all this hurry, 
kept up now for so many months, would cause a 
surplus in the market, but it does not yet; and 
there are many intelligent manufacturers who 
say that the increased business and growing pop- 
ulation of the country, will prevent an over pro- 
duction of fine papers with the present number 
of mills. This is denied by others, and there is 
no doubt but there is more or less anxiety on all 
sides about the future market, causing consider- 
able silent investigation of the export question. 

3efore the rise in prices two years ago, Holyoke 
began to work up something of an export trade, 
and could easily pick it up and greatly increase 
it again if it should be necessary. Itis the opin- 
ion of some of our best manufacturers that paper 
should be made on the basis of the price it will 
bring in other countries, without much refer- 
ence to the home market, which will necessarily 
fluctuate more or less. 

I see a Holyoke correspondent has reopened 
the Sunday question, so called, in the columns 
of THE JOURNAL. It is not a good time now, in 
the present state of business, to discuss this sub- 
ject, because no one wants to talk about any- 
thing that will lessen production. Last summer 
when the association met the members were in 
a mood to consider almost anything that would 
help to limit the capacity of the mills. The re- 
form ought to have been made then, for it will be 
impossible to do it now until dull times set in 
again. The question was not of actual Sunday 
running, for that is not done here; but the attempt 
was made to shut down at6 p. M., Saturday and 
start up at 6 a. M. Monday, thus losing six hours 
Saturday night and six hours Monday morning. 
‘The running time for the engines and Fourdrinier 
machines in our Holyoke paper mills is one hun- 


dred and forty-four hours a week—that is, six | 
days of twenty-four hours each. Now, while the | 


finishing departments, which employ so great a 
proportion of the help, are idle during the night, 
the manufacturing or real production goes on 
just as fast as in the day time. The loss of six 
hours each side of Sunday seems a smal! thing 
at first sight, but it is, in fact, the loss of one- 


twelfth of the whole running time; so thata |

This state of things in the trade is said to 
be due chiefly to the course pursued by the man- 
ufacturers themselves, who, although members of 
the association, have sought the large consumers, 
and as an inducement to them to buy directly 
have given them a discount equal to the com- 
mission charged by the commission dealers for 
handling their product. The commission dealers, 
in turn, have retaliated by making such prices 
as would meet those made by the manufacturers, 
and consequently prices have become very much 
demoralized. It is said that the meeting ad- 
journed subject to the call of the Executive Com- 
mittee, one member of which has withdrawn 
from the association.

Practical Considerations. 





The London Gazette has something to say on 
the subject of business announcements, and while 
much of the credit which it accords to tradesmen 
in the United States is no more than is due, it 
nevertheless presents suggestions which, it is 

| true, have been frequently made before, but 
which are none the less impressive and worthy of 
consideration. It says: 

American advertisers have the reputation of 
an originality and smartness far in advance of 
| that enjoyed by their European brethren. Some 

of their devices for securing publicity are of a 
character that we hardly wish to see imitated in 
this country ; but there are two lessons—prudence 
and persistency—which many English tradesmen 
and business people might learn with advantage. 

With the exception of the great advertisers, 
who know too well the value of publicity to for- 
sake its advantages, the majority of people con- 
duct their advertising business in a timid and 
irresolute manner, which usually results in pe- 
cuniary loss, and frequently disgusts them with 

| what is, after all, the very life-blood of business, 
| when really their own want of sagacity and 
| pluck is alone to blame. 

The ordinary advertiser goes in for a spurt, 
and while the fit is on him he will pay money to 
| any journal he may fall across, or that may be 
| introduced to him by a fifth-rate agent, for the 
| sake of the blackmail paid in double commission. 
By and by the bills come in; the advertiser finds 
| he has spent three times as much as he meant to; 
| the specialty he has been trying to introduce has 
fallen flat on the public taste, or business gen- 
erally has become dull, and he fancies buyers 
are few and little likely to pay attention ‘to his 
announcements. He stops short accordingly, 
and loses nearly all the benefit of his previous 
expenditure.

men of business first to be careful in the selec- 
tion of the medium they choose, and next, when

stand an even chance of loss, but it would be 
useless to seek to enforce the plan while every 
wheel and machine is taxed to its utmost to keep 
up with orders, and that during a season of the 
year when there is usually a dull time.

cost command a publicity coextensive with the 
bounds of civilization and acertain lucrative re- 
| turn, richer and richer in results every succeed- 
ing year, he would doubtless more frequently 
use it. 

Those who pride themselves on not being ‘‘ad- 
vertising houses” should bear in mind that in 
trade nothing wears out faster than a good repu- 
tation when nobody ever hears anything about 
it. A Yankee contemporary tells a story, much 
to the point, of a town where everyone adver- 
tised with the exception of one man. Every- 
body thrived except him, but he obstinately de- 


clared nothing should ever make him advertise. | 


He was mistaken, although he only discovered it 
the day after his bankruptcy, when he had to 
instruct the auctioneer to advertise the sale of 
his business for the benefit of his creditors.

The Sonorous Properties of Matter. 





Professor Bell’s discoveries in connection with 
the production of sound by radiant energy will | 
doubtless prove of vast importance even in the 
present unprecedented advancement of science. 
These discoveries arose from the experiments | 
which resulted in the construction of the photo- 
phone, and may be summed up in the general 
proposition that ‘‘sonorousness under the influ- | 
ence of intermittent light is a property common 
to all matter.” The sonorous properties of a | 
large number of substances were examined, and 
it is found that the intensity of effects in the 
case of solids depends upon the physical condi- 
tion and the color. The materials to be experi- | 
mented upon are exposed in tubes to aray of 


light rendered intermittent by a rotating disk. | 
The loudest sounds were produced from sub-

stances in a loose, porous, spongy condition, and 
from those that had the darkest or most absorb- 
ent colors. The materials from which the best 
effects have been produced are cotton wool, 
worsted, fibrous materials generally, cork, 
sponge, platinum, and other metals in spongy 


condition, and particularly lamp-black. This | 
latter substance gave important results. Pro- 
fessor Bell’s theory is that sounds are 


produced by alternate waves of air absorbed 
and expelled from among the particles of lamp- 
black, by the expansion and contraction caused 
by the intermittent heating and cooling. He 
does not seem to think that molecular vibration 
alone would account for it. It is also found 
that the very great molecular disturbance pro- 
duced in lampblack by the action of intermittent 
sunlight produces a corresponding disturbance 
in an electric current passed through it, so that 
lampblack can be employed in place of selenium 
in an electrical receiver. The importance of 
this discovery is very great, especially when the 
expense of such rare substances as selenium and 
tellurium is considered. In connection with the

solar spectrum the fact is disclosed that the max- | 


imum of sound varies with the point of position. 


With lampblack the loudest effect was ob- 
tained in the ultra red. With red worsted en- 
tirely different results were obtained. The 
maximum effect was produced in the green at 
that part where the red worsted appeared to be 
black. Oneither side of this point the sound grad- 
ually died away, becoming inaudible on the one 
side in the middle of the indigo, and on the other 
at a short distance outside the edge of the red. 
With green silk the maximum was found in the 
red with the limits of audition in the blue on the 
one hand, and the ultra red on the other. Hard 
rubber shavings gave a maximum in yellow. 
These experiments have led to the construction 
of a new instrument for use in spectrum analy- 
sis. The eye piece of a spectroscope is removed 
and sensitive substances are placed in the focal 
point of the instrument behind an opaque dia- 
phragm containing a slit. These substances are 
put in communication with the ear by means of 
a hearing tube, and thus the instrument is con- 
verted into a veritable “spectrophone.” The 
chief use of this instrument, Professor Bell 
thinks, will be in the investigation of absorption 
spectra in the ultra red, a wide and important 
field hitherto unexplored.
